MOB LM SCORED 

President Roosevelt Com- 
mends Gov. Durbin’s 
Course 

And Uses It as* Text for a Force- 
ful Discussion of Lynch- 
ing and Mob Vlo 
lence Generally. 

Indtanapolia, Ang. 15. — Governor 
Wllllntn T. Dnrbin haa received from 
Prrrident Roosevelt a letttr commend- 
•ng the httitnd* assumed by him with 
reference to mobs and lyncblngs In 
Indiana, In which he also expresses* 
his own views on lynching* and mob 
violence generally. He points out 
thst mob violence Is merely one form 
ul anarchy and that anarchy Is the 
forernnnet of tyranny, and then vig- 
orously urges thst the penalty for 
crimes that lndnce resort to lynching 
ahsll be spplied swiftly and rarely by 
due process of the courts, so that It 
msy be demonstrated thst the law Is 
adequate to deal with crime by free- 
ing It from every vestige of technical- 
ity and delay. 

President Roosevelt's letter In full 
to Governor Durbin follows 

ROOSEVELT ON MOB LAW. 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 6, 1903 
My Deaf Governor Dnrbin; 

Permit me to thank yon aa an 
American for the admirable way In 
which yon have vindicated the majes- 
ty of the law by yonr recent action in 
reference to lynching. I feel that yon 
have made all men yonr debtors who 
believe— as all isr- seeing men most — 
that tbe well-being. Indeed, tbe very 
existence of the Republic, depends 
upon the spirit of orderly liberty tra- 
der tbe law, which Is as Incompatible 
with mob violence as with any form 
ol despotism. Of course, mob vio- 
lence ia simply one form ol anarchy, 
and snatchy Is now, as it nlways has 
been, the handmaiden and forerunner 
ol tyranny. I teel that you have not 
only reflected honor tipon the State, 
which for Its good fortune has yon aa 
Its chief executive, but on the whole 
nation. It Is Incumbent upon every 
man throughout thla country, not 
only to hold up yonr hands In the 
course you have been following, but 
to show hta realization that the mat 
ter Is one of vital concern to ua all. 

All men must led the gravest 
alarm over the growth of lynching (n 
thla country, and especially over the 
hideous forms so often taken by mob 
violence, when colored men are the 
victims, on which occasions the mob 
•eeua to lay moat weight, not on the 
crime, bat on the color ol the crimi- 
nal. In a certain portion of the cases 
the man lynched has been guilty of a 
crime horrible beyond description— a 
crime so horrible that aa far as be 
hlmsell Is concerned he hss forfeited 
the right to any kind of sympathy 
whatsoever. Tbe feeling of all good 
citizens thst such a hideous crime 
shall not be hideously punished by 
mob violence Is dne not In the least 
to sympathy for the criminal, but to 
a very lively sense of the train of 
dreadful consequences which follow 
the course taken by the mob In exact- 
ing Inhuman vengence lor inhuman 
wrong. In anch cases It is well to 
remember that the criminal not mere- 
ly tins against all humanity In an tn- 
expiable and unpardonable fashion, 
but sins particularly against his own 
race and docs them a far greater 
wrong than any white man can possi- 
bly do them. Therefore, In such 
cases the colored people throughout 
the land, should In every possible way 
show tbelr belief that they, more than 
all others In the community, are hor- 
rified at the commission of such a 
crime and are pecu larly concerned in 
taking every possible measure to pre- 
vent Its recurrence and bringing the 
criminal to Immediate justice. 

The slightest lack of vigor either In 
denunciation of the crime or In bring- 
ing the criminal to justice Is Itself 
unpardonable. Moreover, every ef 
tort should be made under the law to 
expedlate the proceedings of justice 
In tbe case of such an awful crime. 
But It can not be necessary, In order 
to accomplish this, to deprive any 
citizen ot those fundamental rights to 
be heard In bis own defense which 
are so dear to ns all, snd Which He at 
the root ot our liberty. It certainly 
ought to be possible by the proper 
administration of laws to secure swift 
vengence upon a criminal, and the 
beat and Immediate efforts of all leg- 
islators, judges and citizens should be 
addressed to securing such reforms In 
our legal procedure as to leave no 
vestige ot excuse for those misguided 
men who undertake to reap vengence 
through violent methods. 

Men who have been guilty ol a 
crime like rape or murder should be 
visited with swift and certain punish 
ment, and the jnat effort made by 
courts to protect them In their rights 
should under no circumstances be 
perverted into permitting any mere 
technicality to avert or delay their 



punishment Substantial rights ot 
the prisoner to a fair trial must be 
guaranteed, aa yon have jnstly Insist- 
ed that they should be, but, subject 
to this guarantee, the law must work 
swiftly and surely, and all agents of 
tbe law should realize tbe wrong they 
do when they permit justice to be de- 
layed or thwarted for technical or In- 
sufficient reasons. 

We must show that the law is ade- 
quate to daal with crime by teellng It 
from every vestige of technicality and 
delay, bat the fullest recognition of 
the horror ot crime and the moat com- 
plete lack of sympathy with the crim- 
inal can not In the least diminish oar 
horror at the way In which It has be- 
come customary to punish these 
I crimes and at the consequences that 
, are already proceeding therefrom. 

It la Inevitable that where ven- 
gence Is taken by a mob It should fre- 
quently light on Innocent people, and 
the wrong In such a case to the Indi- 
vidual is one for which there Is no 
remedy. But even where the real 
criminal Is reached, the wrong done 
by the mob to tbe community itself 
Is well nigh as great. Especially la 
this true where tbe lynching Is ac- 
companied with torture. There are 
certain hideous sights which when 
once seen can never be wholly erased 
from the mind. Tbe mere tact of 
having seen them Implies degrada- 
tion. This Is a thousand fold strong- 
er when, Instead of merely seeing the 
deed, the man has participated In it. 
Whoever in any part of onr country 
has ever taken part In lawlessly pot- 
ting to death a criminal by tbe dread- 
ful torture of fire must forever after 
have tbe awlnl spectacle of bla own 
handiwork Beared Into his brain and 
•oul. He can never again be the 
same man. 

Thla matter of lynching would be a 
terrible thing even If It stopped with 
the lynching of men guilty of the in- 
human and hideous crime of rape, 
bnt aa a matter of tact lawlessness of 
this type never does stop and never 
ran stop In inch fashion. Every vio- 
lent man In the community ia en- 
couraged by every case ot lynching 
in which the lynchers go unpunished 
to take the law Into his own hands 
whenever It snlts his convenience. 
In the same way the nse ol tortnre by 
mobs In certnln cases Is sure to spread 
until It is applied more or lsss Indis- 
criminately in other cases — ' — — 
The spirit of lawlessness grows 
with what It feeds on, and when 
mobs with Impunity lynch criminals 
lor one cause they are certain to begin 
to lynch real, or alleged criminals for 
other causes. In the recent cases of 
lynching over three fourths were not 
for rape at all, but lor murder, at- 
tempted murder and even less hein- 
ous crimes. Moreover, tbe history 
of recent esses show the awful lact 
that when the minds of men are ha- 
bituated to the nse ot torture by law- 
less bodies to avenge crimes of s pe- 
culiarly revolting description, other 
lawless bodies will use tortnre ia or- 
der to punish crime ot ordinary type. 
Surely no patriot can tail to see the 
learfnl brutalization and debasement 
which the Indulgence ot such a spirit 
and such practices Inevitably por- 
tend. 

Surely all public men, all writers 
for tbe daily press, all who in any 
way have the right to address the 
public, should with every energy 
unite to denounce such crimes snd 
support those engaged in putting 
them down. As s people we claim 
tbe right to speak with peculiar em- 
phasis for the freedom snd fair treat- 
ment ol all men, without regard to 
differences of race, lortnne, creed or 
color. We forfeit the right so to 
speak when we commit or condone 
such crimes as these ol which I speak. 
Tbe nation, like the Individual, can 
not commit a crime with Impunity. 
If we are guilty of lawlessness and 
brutal violence, whether our guilt 
consists in active psrticipatlon or in 
mere connivance and encouragement, 
we shall assuredly suffer later on be- 
cause of what we have done. 

The corner stone of this republic, 
ss of all free governments, Is respect 
for an obedience to the law. If we 
permit the law to be defied or evaded, 
whether by rich man or poor man, by 
the black man or white man, we are 
just to much weakening tbe bonds of 
our civilization and increasing the 
chances of Its overthrow and ol the 
substitution therefor of a system In 
which there shall be violent alterna- 
tions of anarchy and tyranny.

GOV. DURBIN’S COMMENTS. 

Gov. Durbin, speaking of President 
Roosevelt’s lettet, said tbe Associated 
Press last night; s 

"I naturally feel gratified over the 
commendation which the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of the country has seen fit to 
bestow on my acts tn connection with 
the trouble at Evansville, and I cer- 
tainly regard It as a great compli- 
ment to have his approval. It la not 
for the Executive ol the State to meet 
the conditions to which he refers, as 
much as it Is lor the people them- 
selves. A Legislature may make 
laws, but their enforcement lies after 
all with tbe people for whose govern- 



ment they are made. There could be 
no reasonable complaint either of the 
Executive or Courts In this State on 
tbe grouud of non-entorcement of law, 
for there have been eight executions 
lor capital oflenses during my admin- 
istration, a record In that respect 
never before equalled In thla State. 
Bnt It Is not s race problem at Evans- 
ville. After the negro Lee was re- 
moved to Vincennes a mob assaulted 
the State when It assanlted Its repre- 
sentatives ss It existed In the militia. 
I am not prepared to say It was war 
on the colored race, bat rather gener- 
al contempt for the orderly way of en- 
forcing the law."

PARDON. 

Colonel Felix Backed 
up Pleas for Par- 
don for Josephus 
Free 

With Tender Per- 
sonal Messages. 

Some UuiQue Letters Copied 
From the Official Files In 
\ Governor Beckham’s 
Office 

Showing How Executive Clemen- 
cy is Secured. 

Frankfort, Ky., Ang 12. — The par- 
don of files the preent State admin- 
istration are astonishing In their rev- 
elations of the motives and Influences 
that go to secure pardons lor male- 
factors and criminals that have any 
political Influence with the persons 
that surround Gov. Beckham To 
one lamlllar with the public records 
and State papers It Is amazing to lead 
the personal and |>olltlcal appeals 
that have been made, and which were 
accepted and have been allowed to go 
on record as furnishing reasons for 
tbe granting a pardons. 

From the standpoint ul petsonal in- 
timacy, the most extraordinary yet 
discovered Is In the papers accom- 
panying the pardon ol Josephus Free, 
which was obtained through the ener- 
gy and personal political pull ot 
Joseph Donephan Felix, Augusta, 
Ky., who ia a member of the military 
household by the title ol "Colonel.” 
It is not oaly astonished that Col. 
Felix shonld mix Intimate personal 
and political matters with his official 
application for the pardon ol a con- 
vened rapist, bnt It is amazing that 
the Governor should accept these 
with their revelation as personal doc- 
uments. 

Entirely apart from the merits ot the 
pardon of Josephus Free, the letters 
ot his good friend, Joseph Donephan, 
are interesting from a literary point 
of view. 

The letter of earliest date of Mr. 
Felix, on file, Is of a very confident 
tone. He asks the pardon In writing 
apparently for the first time, al 
thouagh he had mentioned U orally 
before and seems to entertain no 
donbt ol the granting of it. The 
"Mount" to wblcb Col. Felix urges 
that the Governor "give the devil" la 
Gov Mount, of Indians with whom 
Oov. Beckham was In a controvery at 
the time over the extradition ot W. 
8. Taylor. The first letter follows. 

FIRST WRITTEN APPEAL. 

Augusta, Ky. , April 4. 
My Dear Governor;— I transmit 
herewith for your consideration an 
application from a pardon. I have 
no hesitate In believing that, tbe 
tacts submitted will Induce you to at 
once give this boy his liberty. I urge 
you to do this ss the record shows 
clearly bis Innocence, and the condi- 
tion ol his mother la really precarious 
and the sooner her boy returns to her 
the sooner will her condition of mind, 
if not ot body, be relieved. In case 
yon have any donbt about the matter 
please wire me st my expense, so I 
can come personally to see you. If 
you will at once grant this merltonl- 
ous pardon please advise me of Its 
having been granted by telephone at 
my expense. Now, do that, II you 
please, sir. 

This is the pardon I spoke to you 
of, I believe. 

Give Mount the devil. The old 
scoundrel deserves the condemnation 
of ill boneat men. 

Hoping you are getting along all 
right and with warmest good wishes.

AN ASTONISH INI', PUBLIC DOCUMENT. 

The second letter on file dated May 
16, breathes, also, a tone ol confidence 
In his personal Influence. In fact, 
he scolds a little at delay. This la in 
other respects an extraordinary letter 
Inasmuch as the writer mixes up per- 
sonal sdmlnltlon for and flatter of the 
Governor, aa a lawyer with the freest 
discussion of Intimate personal mat- 
ters, The names ol a number of well 
known Kentucky ladles, married and 
unmarried, of the highest respecta- 
bility, are nentloned In the freedom 
of personal familiary. 

It would be Improper to print tbe 
names of these ladles so offensively 
dragged Into an application for a par- 
don of a bestial criminal. The letter 
should never have been accepted for 
record. II Col. Felix’s sense ot delica- 
cy was deficient the Governor should 
have come to the rescue. He should 
returned the letter to Col. Felix and 
demand that applications for official 
action be pot in official communica- 
tions. The letter fellows 

Augusts, Ky., May 16 1900. 

My Dear Governor ; — I am loath to 



write yonr lurther with reference to 
the pardon of Joseph Free, bnt the 
physldesns of his mother have twice 
telephored me recently that her con- 
dition is critical nod Is gradually 
growing worst; that her life Is fast 
ebbing away with her chances of liv- 
ing being lessened each day with the 
warm weather now upon us. The 
noncence of the boy, his long confine- 
ment, the general desire for his par 
don by leading citizens ouyht certain- 
ly to warrant yonr clemency. I hope 
you will send him home and I Im- 
press upon this case. The granting 
of bis pardon will be a great grutifica- 
t-o me, Governor.

SHARPLY SCOLDE THE GOVERNOR. 

By the time June 12 had rolled 
around Mr. Felix Iregan to grow im- 
patient, with the delay ol the Govenor. 
In a curt and pointed letter he began 
to make demands of State's Chief Ex- 
ecutive. He stated he did not deserve 
such treatment and accused Gov. 
Beckham of personal and political 
ingratitude at not coming to taw. 
The following is the letter. 

Augusta, Ky., Jttne 12, 1900. 

My Dear Governor — I confess I am 
at a loss to understand your terat- 
ment of me recently. Certainly the 
friendship and consideration and sup- 
port I have shown you would seem to 
merit some gratitude. But we will 
let these observations pass. 

You will recall with reference to the 
pardon I have petitioned you lor, that 
when I personally presented the ap- 
plication to you, you gave your reas- 
ons for delay, and then, after reflec- 
tion, you directed yonr secretary to 
prepare the pardon at one. Out of 
consideration tor you, I suggested 
that you might delay a short time, 
whereupon, in the presence of both 
Leigh and Mr. Byron, you voluntari- 
ly promised to send the boy home the 
fore coming week. Since then, now 
some two months, that promise is 
not fulfilled. Is this fair? Is it just, 
especially when upon the seatement 
ol a physician the greatest emergency 
la shown? I submit to you that I teel 
that I have been badly treated, and I 
oak that you show the Innocent boy 
prisoner, for his dying mother’s sake, 
that you are willing to manifest jus- 
tice and mercy. The press each day 
gives the intelligence that yon are 
pardoning men convicted of the worst 
offenses, and certainly there Is no 
reason why the poor persecuted boy 
should not be given bis liberty. 

I am writing plainly, Governor, I 
teel that I am justified, and It my ef- 
forts to free a wronged and Innocent 
youth offend you, then I can truly 
Bay that your own course In thla mat- 
ter baa truly provoked such frankness 
on my part. You have several times 
promised to pardon this boy. Please 
let me know what you propose to do 
now. Very truly yours,

It is reported that Caleb Powers 
may ask to be allowed to argue his 
owu case before the jary at George- 
town, where he is now being tried for 
a third time for complicity in the 
murder of Goebel. 

Will Judge Hargis, Allied oung, 
or some other member of the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee fur 
nish this office with a copy of the 
State Democratic platform upon which 
Beckham, Etc., are running, this 
year? 

A WHOLE juror, a cousin to one of 
the attorneys for Jett, agaiu saved 
Jett from the gallows. It is the gen- 
eral impression that this juror, as one 
in the former trial at Jackson, had 
been tampered with by the apostle, 
Hargis, or some of his cohorts. Cu- 
rious things are suffered to be done 
in the courts of the State, a* now 
constituted. 

Col. Morris B. Belkhap, Repub- 
lican nominee for Governor, made a 
tour through Eastern Kentucky this 
week in the interest of his candidacy. 
He received encouragement on every 
hand; business men, regardless of pol- 
itics, assured him of their support. 
Too much Calbounistn, Hargisism, 
Graft and Pardon, they say, in the 
' lieckbam administration. 

Does a party that is too cowardly 
to enunciate some principle or 
adopt a platform upon which it bases 
its claim to the suffrage of the people, 
merit the support of anyone? This is 
the status of the Democratic party in 
Kentucky. It has not set forth a 
single act that it approves or con- 
demns. It does not even approve the 
administration of Governor Beck- 
ham, yet he (Beckham) is out asking 
a re-election at the hands of the same 
party which failed to indorse or ap- 
prove of a single thing he has done 
while in office. 

Beckham’s indorsement on the 
pardon of Curtis Jett to be issued im- 
mediately after the election: (1) "He 
made out a good case of self-defense." 
(2) “It may have been a case of mis- 
taken identity, owing to the striking 
resemblance of White and Jett.” (3) 
“Then he proved by my committee- 
man, Judge Hargis, that he was on 
the street at the time the shot was fir- 
ed and therefore did not commit the 
crime.” (4) “Possibly he was suffer- 
ing from immotional insanity at the 
time he did the killing and is no 
murderer at heart.” (5) “He is a 
good Democrat and his victim a Re- 
publican; I, therefore, grant him a 
full and free pardon.” 

“Cubt” Jeit and Tom White 
were, by a jury of twelve men, sen 
fenced to life imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for the assassination of 
J. B. Marcum, The jury stood elev- 
en to one intavor ot inflicting the 
death penalty on Jett. These two 
assassins have both been pardoned by 
Governor Beckham for crimes they 
had committed before they murdered 
Marcum. It is now in ordei for 
Beckham to pardon them again with 
in the near future that they may con- 
tinue to assist Judge Hargis in exter- 
minating all opposition to Hargisism, 
the apostle of latter-day Democracy 
in Breathitt county and Eastern Ken- 
tucky. 

Never had the Republicans, the 
independent voters and the liberal 
Democrats of the Sixth Judicial Dis- 
trict a greater opportunity to per- 
form a distinguished public service. 
The J udiciary of the State has falleu 
into disrepute and the present weak 
and grossly incompetent State admin- 
istration has completely engulfed it 
in the slough of polluted political 
corruption. The soulless Democratic 
machine which dominates the party 
in Kentucky, gives the nominations 
to men as a reward for dirty political 
rascality, and you don’t have to go 
far to find a nominee for Circuit 
Judge who is so frightfully incompe- 
tent that the men who are responsi 
ble for his nomination will not men 
tion his name only in a “confiden- 
tial” way.

Newspaper defenders of Goebelism 
liken Jett and White, red-handed 
murderers by proleasion, tried for the 
assassination of James B. Marcum, to 
Caleb Powers, a brave, scholarly 
Christian gentleman, on trial for com- 
plicity in au alleged conapiracy to 
aaaassloate William Goebel. 

Beyond the fact that Goebel and 
Marcum were victims of assassins 
there Is no point of similarity be- 
tween the Cynthlana and Gtorgetown 
trials. 

Caleb Powers was 30 or 40 miles 
away when the mnrder of Goebel was 
committed, and conceding practically 
everything that the State claims, the 
charges against him In connection 
with that crime are not as heinous as 
those burled Into the teeth of Judge 
Hargis and Sherlif Callahan by the 
Commonwealth's Attorneys who pros- 
ecuted the assassins of Jntups B. Mar- 
cum. 

The assassin of Goebel ts undoubt- 
edly In the penitentiary to-day serv- 
ing a life sentence, as the assassins of 
Marcum will be In due time it not re 
eased on pardons, and there the sim- 
ilarity between the two cases ends. 

When the whole power ot the State 
of Kentucky, from the Judges on the 
bench down to the petty Sheriffs who 
pack juries with vicious partisans, 
backed by the greatest corruption 
fund ever available for a criminal 
prosecution, Is used to hunt down 
ind punish the men who procured 
the assassination of James B. Mar- 
cum, as well as the vile wretches who 
lid their bidding, and not until then, 
can oar Goebelite contemporaries 
claim that the same avenging spirit 
baa dominated the prosecutions grow- 
ing out ol these two monumental 
Kentucky crimes.

TO DETROIT AND NIAGARA, 



Leaving McHenry on the 14th of 
July, we went immediately to Louis- 
ville where, at 7:30 next morning, wc 
boarded an elegantly decorated special 
for Detroit, passing through s coun- 
try of great agriculture resources and 
Immense oil fields, we arrived at 
Detroit, the metropolis ol Michigan, 
at 8:30 p. m. There we were met by 
an Epworth League Committee and 
assigned home3. 

The next morning we began feast- 
ing our eyes on the beautiful city 
which had donned its loveliest garb to 
do honor to the zealous band of work- 
ers. the "Epworth League," together 
with gay decorations for the Santiago 
soldiers who had the good fortune to 
be holding a reunion at the same 
place. We found Detroit a city of 
model homes, wide well paved streets, 
generally lined with beautiful shade 
trees and at night brilliantly illumi- 
nated with electricity. But the man- 
ifold charm of Detroit lies In her river 
and lake resorts. The pleasure seek- 
ers, leaving the noisy city behind, 
soon buried themselves In green fields 
and shady highways as they ascended 
Detroit river to Lake St. Clair, passed 
around Belle Isle Park, which Is an 
Island of seven hundred acres In the 
Detroit river, being the finest natural 
park belonging to any American city, 
down to Bols Blank Paik In the huge 
Columbia, and many other short trips 
of equal grandeur; such as the St. 
Clair Flats, better known as the 
Venice of America, the historical Put- 
In-Bay, all go to make the modern 
visitor teel like his snmmer days had 
passed In a dream. After spending s 
week In Detroit sight seeing and at- 
tending the Epworth League Conven- 
tion. we left on Monday for Niagara 
Falls to view the grand and pictur- 
esque creations of God’s great handi- 
work. 

Arriving at the Falls, we stood at 
the most southern point of Goat Is- 
land and saw the limpid water divide 
to take its course around the Island. 
Seemingly It could not resist the In- 
vitation to plunge Into the slanting 
river bed, with Its hnge bowlders stand- 
ing firm and solid, to which It must 
be dashed with great force, dashing 
the water from fifteen to twenty feet 
high, On It goes, down the rocky 
decent, rushing past the Three Sister 
Islands, on and on 'till you feel your 
pulse beat with great emotion as It 
plunges over the high precipice and 
tall In its rocky bed below. 

The facinatlou of the Falls Is be- 
yond the telling, as you stand and 
listen to the mighty rush and roar of 
of the water, remfndlng'one of an ap- 
proaching storm and the never- to-be 
forgotten colors from chalky white to 
various shades of green, and the mist 
towering high above the Falls like 
some huge engine di&piaytug Its 
mighty strength In sending up vast 
volumes of great white smoke. Nor 
Is all this the only object of interest 
in this bewitching scenery, for when 
the sun has reached a certain height, 
beautiful rainbows flash In the sun- 
tlgbt, veiling the mist from the green 
and turbid water of the Niagara, 
which, seemingly, is resting alter It 
has fallen In Its rocky bed. 

Peacefully it glides UDtll it reaches 
the Erie bridge where the whirlpool 
rapids begin. Here the visitor hts 
an excellent opportunity to view the 
rapids fiom Niagara to Llwiaton by 
means of an electric railway near the 
water's edge.

Leaving the 
steamer at Alexandria Bay we em- 
barked on a little yacht, the • Capt 
Vlsgtr," for a three hours cruise 
among the Island)-; passing through 
the Lost Channel, Klft, Needle's Eye 
and many others of great attraction 
We had full view of all the beautiful 
castles pretty cottages, quaint Utile 
foot bridges made of Interwoven 
branch's of trees, and Islands witV 
their rocky wails covered with dark 
green moss. 

Leaving Alexandria Bay we deput- 
ed for home feeling that He who cre-
